of 1912 was short. 'The soy bean will 
average 15 bushels per acre, at least, 
and that puts it high in the list as 
a money crop. 


Last year was a good clover year 


and a poor soy bean year; too wet 
and cold for the beans. But the five 
seasons 
preceding last 
were soy 


bean years, hot and moderately dry 
weather. 


Plant early, right after corn plant- 


ing. They will stand more frost early 
and late than corn; and, if planted 
early, will make a better growth and 
be out of the way in time for wheat.

plant 
in poorly drained 


ground; get your seed bed into first 
class shape; and never plant without 
inoculation.

bacteria. They cost nothing. 


Soy beans are subsoilers, improv- 


ing the mechanical condition of the 
ground; they gather immense quan- 
tities of nitrogen from the air, when 
inoculated, and leave the ground 
richer in nitrogen than before they 
were planted; and they are more 
profitable than oats both as a feed 
and in their effect on the ground. 


Here is a plan worth trying. Sow 


Mammoth Yellow beans (inoculated) 
in the corn at last cultivation. Seed 
for this' will cost about $1.50 per 
acre, not more. Next year seed part 
of the field in soy beans and part in 
oats. 
Then, remembering that the 


bushel of soy beans contains as much 
digestible protein as over six bushels 
of oats, compare the result. 
Then 
watch the effect of feeding. 


Soy bean hay is equal in value to 


alfalfa as a milk producer. The plant 
is equally well adapted to green soil- 
ing, 
hogging down and working into 
the silage with the corn. 


The beans, fed whole, take the 


place, pound tor pound, of cotton 
seed meal; a handful a day fed to 
horses 
will 
keep hair, hide and 


hooves in almost perfect condition; 
they make excellent feed for lambs, 
and, 
fed sparingly, are fine for brood 


sows. 
Where the unthreshed vines 


are turned over to the chickens the 
results in early and sustained egg 
production are astonishing. 


These statements are from person- 


al observations and from letters re- 
ceived from people in this district 
who have actually done the feeding. 


From the Experiment Station bul- 


letins it also appears that a crop of 
inoculated soy beans, turned under, 
adds from $30 to $60 per acre in 
nitrogen alone, taken from the air. 
That does not take into consideration 
the mechanical benefit to the soil and 
subsoil, as compared, for instance, 
with a crop of rye turned under. 


Plant both for hay and grain; and, 


while you are planting for the stock, 
remember about the chickens, and 
plant an acre so that the housewife 
may have extra money coming f-om 
the earlier and heavier egg produc- 
tion-

prices to the wool industry of at least 
$104,000,000 a year, according to 
calculations of Hon. Oscar W. Under- 
wood of Alabama, chairman of the 
Ways and Means Committee of the 
House of Representatices. 
"The Payne-Aldrich tariff tax of 61 
cents per yard, to say nothing of any 
increase in tax as it passes to the job- 
ber, makes not less than $104,000,- 
000 paid each year to subsidize the 
wool industry of America," says Mr. 
Underwood. "Now the entire duties 
actually paid the United States on all 
imports of woolens and worsteds in 
1910 amounted to less than ?15,000,- 
OuO, which means that of the $104,- 
000,000 extorted from the purchasers 
of woolens nearly $90,000,000 went 
to the woolen industry. 
"Is it fair or just or right to main- 
tain these enormous taxes unduly to 
foster the business of less than one- 
fourth of one per cent, ot the people 
and to require ninety-nine and three- 
fourths to stagger under this enor- 
mous burden?"

EDUCATIONAL MEETING 


Enthusiastic Gathering of Voters and 


Mothers at Defiance. 


The educational mass meeting helc 
in the High School Building at Defi- 
ance Saturday night, March 8, was 
well attended. 


Prof. Brumbaugh in opening the 
Mea's Meeting, assumed- the responsi- 
bility of calling the citizens together 
but stated that his reasons were to 
get the citizens together and try to 
solve 
some 
problems 
confronting 
Broad 
Top's 
school 
authorities. 
Rumors that certain 
exp^ndltures 
were' to ^be made'had called forth a 
lot of adverse criticism, and the pur- 
pose of the meeting was to discuss 
the'conditions to be met and try to 
find, the most economical method of 
meeting them satisfactorily. 
Mr. Laurer then spoke concerning 
the conditions existing some 20 years 
ago and pointed out, step by step, the 
advances made by Broad Top Town- 
ship, showing how she took the lead 
in the early 70's in introducing free 
text books—the first in the state 


He followed by telling of the strug- 
gle to get rid of a bonded indebted- 
ness of $20,000, which was incurred 
during the Civil War; how other in- 
debtednesses have been met and how 
improvements have been made, new 
buildings erected, etc., during the 
last ten years. 


He told how every projected im- 
provement had met with opposition 
and 
criticism; 
how improvements 
suggested now have been character- 
ized as political schemes and the 
blame thrown upon the Socialist 
school board. 
"Whereas," Mr. Lau- 
der said, "the present board deserve 
infinite credit as they took up the 
work under the most difficult circum- 
stances any school board has had to 
contend with." 


He said, further, that misunder- 
standing was the cause of much of 
the friction and also that there was 
a division among the people of the 
two "sides" in thought, and pointed 
to a real division of the township as 
a possible solution to the difficulties 
arising from the antagonistic atti- 
tudes of the people for some needed 
improvements. 


Other points touched by Mr. Lau- 
der were "The Schoolhouse as a So- 
cial Center," "Playgrounds," "Longer 
Terms" and "Vocational Training in 
High School." 


He referred to some criticisms of 
High School training, "That the High 
School-educates the boy and girl be- 
yond their position in life;" "of what 
use is Mythology, La-tin, Greek, etc., 
to a girl when she takes up the duties 
of a home;" "A person is measured 
by his worth, not by his knowledge." 
Mr. Lauder ended his talk by saying 
"Iiwant to see Broad Top adopt new 
educational ideas." 


Prof. J. Willis Barney then spoke 


on "The N d of a High School and 
the Needs 
•> High School." 
The 
reason fo: ^. . •% boys and girls a 
High School training was made clear 
by the fact t^at 40 of the highest 
vocations ' 
' j require High School 
training foi Emission. 


He pointed out 
many different 
ways in which a High School educa- 
tion is of value to young people; how 
it better enables them to fulfill life's 
duties; how the public health needed 
trained men.; how the welfare of the 
state demanded educated citizens; 
the need of trained housekeepers; 
need of a physical education, etc. 
He said "The High School needs 


boys and girls to be trained. It needs 
the interest and visits of the parents. 
It needs the physical, financial and 
the moral support of all the people." 
Prof. Brumbaugh then called on a 
number of patrons to express their 
ideas concerning some of the issues 
brought up and a number of them 
gave short talks, the tone of which 
seemed to indicate that the people 
are willing that the much needed im- 
provements be attended to. . Those 
who gave their opinions on the mat- 
ter were Thomas Mosby, President 
of the School Board; Charles Rick- 
ard, J. L. Tenley and Mr. Burns. 


As this meeting was merely to test 


the advisability of starting a series of 
meetings to discuss problems pertain- 
ing to the schools, it was decided to 
empower Profs. Barney and Brum- 
baugh to arrange for and call togeth- 
er meetings such as this at their 
pleasure.

Editor Gazette:—I read, recently, 
an article published in the North 
American, concerning the piece of 
macadam road

I have no doubt that he, in com- 
mon with the rest of us, will grow 
tired answering for mistakes, even if 
the truth only be told. Again, I fail 
to see any condemnable selfishness 
in the fact that he (Reynolds) and A. 
C. Blackburn, voluntarily agreed - to 
pay, and actually did pay $1,265, as 
declared by the above mentioned ar- 
ticle.

Memory Verses, 64, 65—Golden Text, 
Prov. iii, 6—Commentary Prepared 
by Rev. D. M. Stearns. 
We have our choice this week of a 


resurrection lesson from Mark xvi or 
the regular lesson, but as we. saw 
Isaac risen from the dead in our last 
lesson and this one shows us a bride 
for Isaac and his marriage, suggesting 
the resurrection of the bride of Christ, 
the church, and the marriage of the 
Lamb, we will take the regular lesson. 


After the figurative death and resur- 


rection of Isaac (quite a reality to both 
Abraham and Isaac) Abraham return- 
ed to Beersheba and dwelt there. It is 
our privilege to dwell always by the 
well of Him that liveth and seetli us 
and by the well of God's faithfulness 
and with joy draw water from the 
wells of salvation (Gen. xvi, 13, 14, 
margin; xxi, 31, margin; Isa. xii, 3). 


Gen. xxiii tells of the death and 


burial of Sarah at the age of 127 years 
ana of the purchase of the cave of 
Machpelah at Hebron as a burial 
place. Gen. xxiv is the record of Abra- 
ham's servant obtaining a wife for 
Isaac and is wondrously suggestive of 
the present work of the Holy Spirit ob- 
taining a bride for the crucified and 
risen Christ. We know from Eph. v, 
31, 32, that Adam and Eve are typical 
of Christ and the church, and there is 
much to be learned from all the brides 
of Scripture, notably Rebekah, Rachel, 
Asenath and others. The Bride, the 
Lamb's wife, is described in Rev. xxi, 
and in Jer. Iii, 14. Jehovah says that 
He is married to Israel. 


We have seen Abraham promised a 


seed as the dust of the earth or the 
sand of the sea and again as the stars 
of heaven, and we have seen the two 
combined (Gen. xiii, 16; xv. 5; xxii. IT). 
Later we shall see the star promise 
given to Isaac and the dust promise to 
Jacob (xxvi.

Practical Pruning According- to Crop 


Prospects. 


One of Pennsylvania's most famous 


educators wrote to H. A. Surface, 
State Zoologist, at Harrisburg asking 
when he should prune peach trees, 
and received the following timely re- 
ply: 


"Concerning the time to prune 
peach trees, 1 can say thai there is no 
better time than the latter part of 
the winter or early spring betore the 
buds ha\ e burst. Jt inese trees have 
been planted three years, they doubt- 
less have fruit buds on them ready 
to bear some Iruit the coming sea- 
son. 
You can tell by cutting across 


the large, rounded, gray buds wheth- 
er they are alive or not, and if they 
are not alive, you can and should 
prune more seveielj than though they 
\vill Dear ti int. Severe pruning stim- 
ulates growth and die production of 
truit buds for next years crop. Ad- 
\autage can be taken of what may 
promise to be an "off year" to shape 
\our irees and stimulate growth and 
get read> tor a crop the next year. 
However, it is my opinion that you 
will find the most ot your fruit buds 
alive. 
This means that the trees 


should be pruned in such a way as to 
save most of these buds, although re- 
move some of them, and at the same 
time properly shape the trees. 
Cen- 


tral stems that will become tall 
should be cut out and the branches 
pruned to obtain the low open-head- 
ed trees with spreading branches and 
broad tops, that will admit much sun- 
shine and air, to give good healthy 
and well colored fiuits. 


Do your pruning at any time be- 


fore the buds burst, or even shortly 
thereafter. So little energy is put into 
the peach tree by the time its blos- 
soms open, that you can prune tt at 
the time of blossoming, if you wish. 
The peach blossoms will not open if 
the germ is destroyed. 
Therefore, 


you can tell your prospect for peach- 
es at the time when they commence 
to bloom. 


If there is evidence of a heavy pro- 


duction of blossoms, and, a conse- 


I quent heavy setting of fruit, it Is 
much better to prune each branch to 
some extent, so as to thin or reduce 
the actual crop of fruit. 
This will 


give you much better fruit in size 
and color than you would have if you 
should let them all remain with a 
view to coming to maturity. 
It is 


possible for a peach tree to produce 
several times as many blossoms as it 
should produce of fruits. It will then 
become necessary to thin, or depend 
upon nature thinning it by the so- 
called "June Drop," or to thin it by 
hand yourself after this falling of the 
extra fruits. 
To keep my trees vig- 


orous I much prefer to give proper 
feeding and cultivation, and then by 
the pruning shears and by hand, 
rather than depend upon the June 
Drop to do my thinning. 
You will 


find that peach trees 
thoroughly 


sprayed with the lime-sulphur solu- 
tion before blooming will drop much 
less of their fruit in June than those 
not so sprayed. 
This again demands 


for the modern practice of thinning 
to produce the best fruit. 


I beg to offer a further suggestion 
that jour peach trees should be spray- 
ed with lime-sulphur solution at any 
time during the dormant season, but 
not later than the time when the 
pink of the unopened blossom com- 
mences to show, whether they are 
infested with San Jose scale or not. 
It so infested, the necessity for spray- 
ing is quite emphatic."
